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World Rare Disease Day February 29 


On the last day of February, mil- 
lions of people around the world 
will be observing World Rare Dis- 
ease Day. There will be activities 
across the U.S., throughout Europe, 
in Canada, in Australia, and Asia 
and elsewhere to focus attention on 
rare diseases as a public health 
issue, and to raise awareness of 
these rare diseases/disorders and 
the special challenges encountered 
by those affected. In Michigan, thou- 
sands of patients, their families, 
medical professionals, researchers, 
educators, social workers and others 
will join in the observance of Rare 
Disease Day. 

In the US., a disease are those 
that affect fewer than 200,000 Ameri- 
cans at any given time, and there 
are over 7,000 rare diseases affecting 
nearly 30 million Americans (about 
1 in 10) according to the National In- 
stitute of Health (NIH) and the Na- 
tional Organization for Rare 
Disorders (NORD). Some rare dis- 
eases such as Lou Gehrig’s disease 
(ALS) are well known to the public. 
However, many other are not. You 
can imagine the loneliness of hav- 
ing a disease that most people have 
never heard of, that has no treat- 
ment, and that is not even being 


studied by any medical researchers. 

Thousands of residents of Michi- 
gan are affected by rare diseases, as 
patients, friends and family, care- 
givers, physicians and other med- 
ical professionals, providers of 
social services, and researchers 
seeking to develop safe, effected 
treatments. Many rare diseases are 
serious or even life-threatening. 

Most rare diseases have no treat- 
ment or cure and whose lives have 
been adversely affected. About half 
of the people affected by rare dis- 
eases in the U.S. are children, in- 
cluding my granddaughter, Naomi, 
who has Rett syndrome, since many 
rare diseases are genetic. Research 
on rare diseases is important be- 
cause if often adds significantly to 
the general understanding of more 
common diseases. 

People with rare diseases experi- 
ence certain challenges that occur 
as aresult of the fact that their dis- 
eases are rare. These include: Diffi- 
culty in obtaining a timely and 
accurate diagnosis; Limited treat- 
ment options; Difficulty in finding 
physicians or treatment centers 
with needed expertise; Treatments 
that are generally more expensive 
than those for common diseases; Re- 


imbursement issues related to pri- 
vate insurance, Medicare and Medi- 
caid and a sense of isolation and 
hopelessness. 

Rare disorders affect the entire 
family of an individual patient. 
Caregivers endure ongoing stress 
and isolation managing the medical 
and financial issues that arise. 
When there is a delay in the diag- 
noses of a rare genetic disorder, sib- 
lings may be born with the same 
condition. When a rare genetic dis- 
order is diagnosed during adult- 
hood, other family members may 
need to be informed that they may 
also be at risk. This may lead to dif- 
ficult decisions regarding genetic 
testing, if such testing is an option. 

All of us know someone witha 
rare disease. I encourage you to

An ordinance to amend Articles VI and VII, of the Norwood Township Zoning Ordinance 
Pertaining to Special Approvals 


The Township of Norwood Ordains: 


Section 1. Amendment of Article VI, Section 6.01 
Article Vl: Site Plan Review, Section 6.01 of the Nor- 
wood Township Zoning Ordinance is hereby Amended 
to add a new subsection 4 to read in its entirety as fol- 
lows: 


4. Expiration/ Extension of Site Plan: 

A. The site plan approval shall expire unless sub- 
stantial construction has begun within 365 days 
of approval. Thirty days prior to expiration of an 
approved final site plan, An applicant may 
make application to the Planning Commission 
for a one year ex tension of the site plan. The 
Planning Commission shall grant the requested 
ex tension for an additional one year, if it finds 
good cause for the extension and that the zon- 
ing regulations governing the site plan approval 
have not changed since the approval. 

If the site plan approval expires pursuant to 
subsection A. above, no work pursuant to the 
site plan shall be undertaken until a new site 
plan approval is obtained from the Planning 
Commission following the procedures for site 
plan approval. 


Section 2. Amendment of Article VII, Section 7.02 
subsection 1 

Article VII, Section 7.02: Uses Subject to Special Ap- 
proval of the Norwood Township Zoning Ordinance is 
hereby amended to add 7.02.1 Pre-application Con- 
ference to read in its entirety as follows; and re-num- 
ber the remaining sub-sections. 


1. Pre-application Conference: A pre-application 
conference shall be held to discuss the appli- 
cant’s objectives and how these may be 
achieved under the Ordinance, before a special 
land use application is submitted. This confer- 
ence shall be scheduled upon request by the 
applicant. Participants in this conference will 
include the applicant, the site designer and 
Township representatives such as the Zoning 


Administrator, the Planning Commission chair 
(or designee) and Township consultants, as 
deemed necessary by the Planning Commis- 
sion Chair. The applicant may prepare a con- 
ceptual rough sketch plan for This session, 
however, no engineered site plans or surveys 
will be considered at the pre-application confer- 
ence. If necessary a site visit may be sched- 
uled at this conference. Concepts and 
statements presented at the pre-application 
conference shall not be legally binding on any 
party. In order for any proposal to be formally 
considered, the applicant shall submit an appli- 
cation based on the requirements of Sec- 
tion7.02.2 below, after the pre-application 
conference. 


Section 3. Severability. 

If any section, clause, or provision of this Ordinance 
be declared unconstitutional or otherwise invalid by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, said declaration shall 
not affect the remainder of the Ordinance. 

The Township Board hereby declares that it would 
have passed each part, section, subsection, phrase, 
sentence, and clause irrespective of the fact that any 
one or more parts, sections, subsections, phrases, 
sentences, or clauses be declared invalid. 


Section 4. Conflicts. 

If any provision of the Norwood Township Zoning Ordi- 
nance conflicts with this Zoning Ordinance Amend- 
ment, Then the provisions of this Zoning Ordinance 
shall control. 


Section 5. Effective Date. 

This Ordinance shall become effective eight (8) 
days after being published in a newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation within the Township.
